Open Order goes E-mail 


In addition to calling in, mailing, or faxing the open order commodity form, 
starting with the 2006-2007 school year, LEAs will have another option. The 
Commodity open order form will be available on our Web site as a word document 
and LEAs will be able to e-mail their open order commodity form to our office. 
LEAs will need to complete the form, save the form as a word file, and then attach 
the completed form to: webreplyascfocom@dese.mo.gov. Please type “open 
order” in the subject line. The open order form is available in Word format under 
the Commodities button on our Web-site. When the e-mail is received by our 
office, a notice of receipt will be returned to the LEA. This will relieve the need 
for LEAs to call and confirm faxed orders.

DOD

All LEAs that are participating will be notified in 
July regarding the dollar amount available. Any LEA that exceeded their allocated 
DOD 2005-2006 entitlement dollars will have that overage deducted from 2006- 
2007 DOD entitlement dollars.
